}don Gazette, Four of them were wou 
jby “most conspicuous bravery” in con 
nection with pomb throwing exploits, 
which now constitute such an import 
ant feature of trench wartare, It was 
{during operations southwest of Krith- 
jit on the Gallipoli peninsula that Cap- 
tain Gerald Robert’ O Sullivan, First 
Battalion, Koyal laniskilling Fusiliers, 
won the highest.: ward for valor. This 
is what he did, as narrated in the ol- 
ficial report: , 

“On the night of the Ist-2nd July, 
1915, when it was essential that a por- 
tion of a trench which has been tost 
should be regained, Captain O’Sulli- 
van, although not belonging to the 
troops at this point, volunteered to 

liead a party of bomp throwers to ei- 
fect the recapture. 

“He advanced in the open under 
very heavy fire, and, in order to throw 
jhis bombs with greater ettect, got up 
on the parapet, where he was exposec 
| to the fire of the enemy occupying the 

jtrench. He is finally wounded, but 
;not before his inspiring example had 
led on his party to make further ef- 
jforts, which resulted in the recapture
